Haiti in Heart of the Tri-Town

Nearly one month has elapsed since the 
earthquake struck Haiti, leaving more than 200,000 
dead and flattening thousands of homes and businesses. 
Although the aftermath of the earthquake may no longer 
make the front page of the paper, it is clear that the plight 
of the Haitian people is still in the hearts and minds of 
Tri-Town residents. In schools and in churches, locals are 
banding together to offer assistance and a little hope to 
the devastated country. 

One church strongly committed to assisting 
Haiti is the First Congressional Church of Rochester. 
According to Reverend David Wheeler, the church is 
undertaking a "three-fold program'' to address the 
current and future needs of Haitians. Firstly, the church 
is providing immediate assistance by channeling its 
collections to Bridge Builders - a ministry in Haiti that 
employs Haitians - to efficiently provide supplies, rice, 
and assistance to its orphanages.

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"We know where the money is going/' he 
said, noting that Bridge Builders is a ''well established 
ministry" which the church has worked with for 27 years. 
"We'll get [the aid] right to the people," he said. 

Secondly, the church is assessing the needs of 
Bridge Builders to determine the most effective use of the 
church's resources. Lastly, the Congregational Church 
eventually will send a team to Haiti to help with ongoing 
needs and reconstruction. 

"People are so generous here - when there is 
need, people respond," Reverend Wheeler said. "We live 
in a nice community of good people."

"grassroots student effort'' to assist those affected by the 
earthquake. He said students personally approached 
him about starting a Haiti Relief Fund. So far. Principal 
Brogioli estimates that the students have raised $300. 

Principal Brogioli also said the student 
government is selling Valentine-themed candy and kisses 
- with proceeds going directly to the Haiti fund. The 
school has yet to decide which organizations will receive 
the funds, but he said that only reputable organizations 
will be considered. 

Additionally ORR Junior High School, the ORR 
High School, and Sippican School are partnering with 
Soles4Souls to provide shoes to earthquake victims. 
Bins are available in the school lobbies to drop off shoe 
donations. 

St. Gabriel's Church in Marion also is invested in 
assisting Haitians. "Everyone in the parish has responded 
in some way to share in compassion," said Rev. Geoffrey 
Piper. He said the church continues to remember Haitians 
during formal worship services, and the church has taken 
a number of steps to "publicize the need to share our 
wealth." 

Rev. Piper anticipates that the Marion Episcopal 
church will send a service team to assist Haiti - but 
not until the dust settles and the country has the 
infrastructure to handle an influx of "good-willed 
volunteers." When the time comes to send a team. 
Reverend Piper hopes "to get adults and young people to 
share and learn and show some practical compassion." 

To learn about organizations and ways to assist 
Haitians in distress, take a trip to the Mattapoisett Public 
Library and read the poster display in the foyer of the 
library Included in the display are handouts of reputable 
charity organizations working to reduce suffering in 
Haiti.

Just as cheery is the disposition of Pam Robinson, 
the cat-lover who runs the shelter out of her farmhouse 
home in collaboration with the New Bedford-based 
Center for Animal Rescue and Education (C.A.R.E.). 
This particular space is a senior center for older felines 
who often encounter difficulty getting adopted. "\ 
wanted a fun zone for these cats - [so their environment] 
stimulates them/' said Ms. Robinson, who painted the 
walls variations of yellow, green and red - the only colors 
visible to cats. 

C.A.R.E. was founded last August by people like 
Ms. Robinson as a SouthCoast shelter. Some Habitat for 
Cats volunteers stepped up to help create C.A.R.E. - an 
all-volunteer organization - which includes more than 35 
volunteers who help abandoned, abused, and homeless 
cats. Many volunteers have served for more than five 
years; most have worked for over a decade. These 
individuals give their time by working shifts at the shelter 
or welcoming cats in their home permanently or as foster 
parents. 

Ms. Robinson offered to build a space for older 
cats in concern that outdoor sanctuaries would be 
unsuitable for them. Her shelter tends to house cats 12 
years or older, many of whom have medical issues and 
require special care. 

The responsibility of caring for these senior 
cats does not rest entirely on Ms. Robinson. In fact, she 
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enlists the help of local children, including her 6-year 
old grandson, Joshua Simpson, to care for the animals. 
Approximately five children regularly stop by to play 
with the cats and assist with changing the litter box and 
even applying medicine to the animals. "It is teaching 
them responsibility, but also shows them how to properly 
take care of an animal,'' Ms. Robinson said. 

"We have a responsibility to the animals; the 
animals are innocent. I want to keep the next generation 
involved,'' she added. 

Ms. Robinson also is assisting C.A.R.E. with 
its upcoming goal of establishing a "C.A.R.E. Cabinet" 
program, which essentially is a cat food pantry. 

The fragile economy is taking its toll on families 
- but one often-overlooked victim of financial hardship 
is the family pet. Stuck with the choice between paying 
the electric bill and feeding the cat, families choose to pay 
their bills, explained C.A.R.E. founder Sue Goldsmith. 

As such, a food pantry would help cat owners 
struggling to pay their bills and allow them to keep their 
pets. The program essentially is a "preventative" effort to 
keep shelters less crowded and more importantly, allow 
people not to lose their beloved pets. Ms. Goldsmith 
noted an upswing in cats being left at the shelter; last 
week alone, the center received seven cats. 

Shelters are "chronically full," and should not 
serve as a default drop-off place for individuals who 
no longer can care for their cats, Ms. Goldsmith said.

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To this end, an important component of C.A.R.E. is its 
educational effort to help families to keep their pets or 
find suitable owners without relying on a shelter. 

For instance, Ms. Goldsmith stressed the need 
for individuals to tap into their social networks prior to 
surrendering a cat to a shelter. She said if each person 
asked five people to care for a pet, and those individuals 
in turn asked their friends, that would translate into a 
large pool of potential adopters. She also stressed that 
individuals can use other tools - such as flyers - to notify 
neighbors that they have a cat available to adopt. 

Last Saturday following an adoption event at 
the center, Ms. Goldsmith walked the shelter greeting 
the cats by name and detailing stories of how they found 
themselves at C.A.R.E. One volunteer described Ms. 
Goldsmith, a Mattapoisett resident, as "the "Mother 
Teresa of cats" due to her ceaseless effort to improve the 
condition of local cats. 

What's next in store for the Rochester senior 
center for cats? A glassed-in extension to the room, 
climbing shelves and even a ceiling Plexiglas tube for the 
cats' enjoyment, Ms. Robinson said. "Everything in here is 
for them." 

A famous quote of Ghandi adorns the shelter's 
wall: "The greatness of a nation and its moral progress 
can be judged by the way its animals are treated." 
C.A.R.E. volunteers surely lead the way in displaying 
compassion and care as Americans.

Mattapoisett Schools Examine FYll Budget

A meeting of the Mattapoisett School Committee 
was called to order by Chairperson Grace Knox on 
February 8, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Old Hammondtown 
School gymnasium. Also present were committee 
members Gerald E. Johnson, Virginia C. Beams,

This meeting served as a budget workshop for 
the school committee which is slated to approve the fiscal 
year FY 2011 budget on February 22. Mr. White opened 
the meeting with a PowerPoint presentation aimed at 
giving the board "an opportunity to see what your dollars 
are actually going toward.'' The presentation essentially 
detailed a proposal that would limit an increase in the 
school district's budget to two percent of FYIO levels. 

"We are in tough economic times right now, so 
[the question is] how do you balance all of those things as 
we move forward to make sure we provide high quality 
education to our students," said Mr. White. 

Overall, Mr. White detailed how the school 
district would bring the FY 11 budget in at $5,700,055, or 
two percent over the FY 10 budget of $5,588,290. After 
presenting data on Mattapoisett School District student 
enrollment, teacher / paraprof essional staffing, and school 
maintenance, the superintendent described increases and 
decreases in budget line items for the next school year.

According to Mr. White's data, costs for the out-of -district 
program will increase by 15.73 percent, or $33,684, while 
costs for special education transportation are expected to 
increase by 41.82 percent, or $65,480, in FY 11. Increased 
funding in the following areas also was included in the 
data: classroom teachers ($61,672); kindergarten ($22,649); 
home tutor program ($10,000); and reading program 
($10,284) 

In regard to the Kindergarten increase. Center 
School Principal Ms. Bowman explained that the rising 
cost largely was due to how grants will be structured 
next year. As for the heavyweight in spending increases 
- special education - Chairperson Knox said the 
Mattapoisett School District is not alone in "grappling 
with the increased costs'' of special education. 

"It is not just our schools. Everyone is having 
their share of increases," Ms. Knox explained. 

Areas that will receive less funding include Art 
(-$17,732) and Psychological Services (-$4,170). Mr. White 
explained the decrease in art funding is due to the hiring 
of a new teacher. 

After reviewing the FY 11 budget, Mr. White 
proposed the following cuts to keep costs in line with a 
two percent increase: 

• Eliminate string lessons for seven students who 
perform in the OHS orchestra ($8,000 savings). 

• Hire a new District Facilities Manger in place 
of a shared District Facilities position with no funds

available for unanticipated needs ($13,400 savings). 

• Reduce materials for in-class instruction 
($13,900 savings). 

• Replace library staff ($8,000 savings). 

• Pay for substitutes with American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act grants ($12,230 savings). 

Following the presentation. Chairperson Knox 
thanked the superintendent. ''We've never had this type 
of presentation; this is a nice detailed look at our budget," 
said Ms. Knox. 

Chairperson Knox noted that the budget may 
change before the February 22 meeting. She said the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee - which instructed the 
school committee to limit budget increases to two percent 
- may later inform the school committee that their figures 
were higher or lower than expected. As such, she said 
once the finance committee provides a more solid look at 
the numbers, the school may have to make further cuts or 
they could receive increased funding. 

"From now until February 22, we'll get a better 
idea of what the town's finances will be," explained Ms. 
Knox. 

The board then entered a round-table workshop 
on the budget at 7:50 pm.

summer of 1887, at the invitation of friends Helena de 
Kay and Richard Watson Gilder. Mr. Saint-Gaudens found 
Marion to be a delightful place to work, and spent his 
days sketching and sculpting in Ms. Gilder's Spring Street 
studio, known today as the Old Stone Studio. Twenty 
years after his Marion summer sojourn, Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens would - quite literally - carve his place in U.S. 
history. 

In 1907, Mr. Saint-Gaudens created what is 
often considered to be the most beautiful U.S. coin ever 
produced. This $20 piece - known as the "Double Eagle'' 
or the $20 "Saint" - was the last gold piece struck by 
the U.S. government for regular issue. Designed by the 
sculptor at the request of President Theodore Roosevelt 
(the artist had previously designed Roosevelt's inaugural 
medallion), the magnificent piece pays stylistic homage 
to the coins of ancient Greece. The ultra-high relief design 
features an image of Lady Liberty on the obverse and a 
flying eagle on the reverse. Unfortunately, though he was 
able to see proof specimens that were struck in early 1907, 
Saint-Gaudens died of cancer before production of the 
regular issue coins began in November of that year. 

Though beautiful, the original Double Eagle 
proved impractical. The ultra-high relief design was 
both difficult to produce (each coin required at least five 
blows of the press to create its extraordinary detail) and 
difficult for bankers to stack, so it was discontinued after 
a production run of approximately 11 thousand coins. A 
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flat relief redesign was deemed necessary, and as Saint- 
Gaudens was deceased, the U.S. Mint's Chief Engraver, 
Charles Barber, was charged with the task. Mr. Barber 
lowered the relief on the design to enable high-speed 
minting of the issue. Production of these flat relief Double 
Eagles began in late 1907 and continued through 1933. 
Their dates used Arabic numerals, rather than the Roman 
numerals (MCMVII) of the 1907 high relief issues. Given 
Mr. Saint-Gaudens' death and the coin's redesign, the 
original 1907 version soon became highly collectible. 
Beyond the elements of relief and date styles that clearly 
distinguished the original Saint-Gaudens design was the 
fact that it lacked the phrase, 'Tn God We Trust''. This 
motto, though required by an 1866 law on most U.S.

coinage, was one to which President Roosevelt strongly 
objected. At the President's specific request, Saint- 
Gaudens had omitted the motto from his design. In 1908, 
Congress superseded President Roosevelt, upholding the 
law and requiring that ''In God We Trust" be included on 
all coins produced thereafter. 

The Double Eagle coin owes its renown to another 
circumstance, as well: the Great Depression. In 1933, 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt issued Executive 
Order 6102, essentially outlawing private ownership 
of any gold coin, bullion and certificates (beyond an 
aggregate $100 face value) and ending production of gold 
coins. Though almost half a million Double Eagles had 
already been minted that year, they were never officially

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released from the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia. Two of the 
coins were given to the U.S. National Numismatic 
Collection at the Smithsonian Institute, and the 
rest were set to be melted down. That, apparently, did not 
go as planned. Many believe that a Mint cashier named 
George McCann illegally swapped approximately 20 of 
the 1933 Double Eagles for those of earlier production, 
and that some of these coins came into the possession of 
Israel 'Tzzy'' Switt, a Philadelphia jeweler, who then sold 
at least 9 of them to private collectors. 

During the 1940's and 50' s, those nine coins 
were recovered by surrender or confiscation. A tenth 
had somehow been legally purchased and exported by 
Egypt's King Farouk in 1944, and had fallen out of sight 
after Farouk' s political ousting in 1952. The Farouk coin 
finally made its way back to the States in 1996 with its 
newest owner, British coin dealer Stephen Fenton. By then 
considered illegal to possess, the coin was seized by the 
Secret Service during an attempted sale, and Fenton was 
arrested. After considerable legal maneuvering, the coin 
was eventually released to him and auctioned in 2002, the 
proceeds split between Fenton and the U.S. government. 
Fetching almost $7.6 million from an anonymous buyer, 
it became the world's most valuable coin, its exact 
whereabouts currently unknown. 

This treasure tale did not go unnoticed by Israel 
Switt' s heirs. Curious about the possible existence of more 
coins within the late Swift's belongings, his daughter, 
Joan Switt Langbord, and grandsons, David and Roy 
Langbord, decided to investigate. Their curiosity proved 
most fruitful. In a safe belonging to Israel Switt were 
what appeared to be 10 additional 1933 Saint-Gaudens 
coins. Wanting to authenticate the coins, the Langbords 
took them to the U.S. Mint in 2004. The coins were, 
indeed, authenticated, then immediately seized by 
the government, because they were considered stolen 
property of the U.S. Mint. Believing the seizure to be 
wrongful, the Langbords engaged Fenton' s former 
attorney, Barry Berke, to represent them in a case against 
the government. In August of this year, a U.S. District 
Court ruled the seizure illegal, on the grounds that the 
government had not definitively proven that the Switt 
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coins were stolen. Burke contends that, in fact, Israel Switt 
could have acquired the coins legally, in a bullion-for- 
coins exchange program sponsored by the Mint in the 
early 30' s. Though technically possible - Switt was known 
to have participated in the exchange program - it seems 
unlikely, as Switt was also known to be a gold bootlegger, 
selling gold coins after it was declared illegal, and the 
exchange program was repealed just 3 weeks after the 
first 1933 Double Eagles were minted. 

While the fate and ultimate value of these 10 
Saint-Gaudens coins has yet to be determined, the fact of 
their existence lends more excitement and prominence 
to the Sippican Historical Society Museum's newest 
addition: a 24-karat reproduction of the original 1907

Mattapoisett Banner Debate Revisited 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan C. 
CoUyer on February 9, 2010 at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance 
were Selectmen Paul A. Silva and George Randall, Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne', and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

The minutes of the January 26 meeting, both open 
and executive session, were approved. 

The Board voted to approve a Common 
Victualler's license to Nick's Seafood, located at 20 
County Road in Mattapoisett. The new dine-in restaurant 
will be located in the building of the old Mattapoisett 
Chowder House, and will feature creative seafood dishes. 

In the first appointment of the evening, the 
Board heard from Donald Lake in regards to the Harbor 
Days car shows. Mr. Lake had already gotten permission 
to hold a Car Show in the first Fridays of the summer 
months, but was hoping the Board would also approve 
shows on the third Friday as well. The Board gave their 
support of the added day, as long as there were no 
scheduling conflicts. 

In a second appointment, the Board heard from 
Jim O'Dowd in regards to a Aquaculture Project he is 
working on with Eastern Oysters in the area of Brandt 
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Island Cove. Mr. O'Dowd is hoping to go forward with a 
applying for a grant to encourage and track oyster growth 
in the area. 

The project will involve oyster seed, rows of 
bags and cages with 15 foot spacing for the passage of 
kayakers. Mr. O'Dowd came to the Board for preliminary 
approval before applying for permits, and he will have 
to seek further permissions from the Conservation 
Commission, the Army Corps of Engineers, the Division 
of Marine Fisheries, and possibly the Coast Guard before 
proceeding. 

The Board gave support to the measure. "I think 
this fits in with what the town's been discussing in 
fostering aquaculture,'' said Chairman Collyer. Selectman 
Randall said that he harvested oysters in the area from the 
cove when he was a child and the yield had been good. 

Mr. O'Dowd will have to conduct further research 
and will post a legal advertisement in The Wanderer for 
a public hearing on February 23, 2010 at 7:05 pm, in the 
Town Hall Conference Room. 

In a third appointment, the Board heard from

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Charles McCullough and John DeCosta from the Capital 
Planning Committee. In their update, the Committee 
presented a brief FYll budget update, saying that they 
have received all requests from department heads and 
have not seen any major purchases over the past year. 
The Committee will provide a detailed budget in a late 
March / early April Board of Selectmen meeting. 

The Committee also presented the Board with an 
analysis of town buildings that was conducted by Field 
Engineering. The survey of buildings, which ranged from 
the town hall to pump stations to the bathroom at Ned's 
Point, excluded the newer buildings like the schools and 
the library. Of the older buildings surveyed, 50 concerns 
were presented, some requiring immediate attention. 



"We want to make sure that we aren't throwing 
good money after bad,'' said Mr. McCullough. He cited 
the fire department as an example of a building that can 
only be repaired for so long before the town should think 
about rebuilding to suit its needs. 

The Committee provided the Board with 
an outline of prioritized building issues for capital 
improvements. They will collect information about what 
office space, meeting space and storage space is needed in 
town and will use the findings for subsequent decisions. 

"This is just the first step in a long-range effort," 
said Mr. McCullough. 

Selectman Silva supported the idea of prioritizing 
the capital needs, and Chairman Collyer agreed. "I can't 
disagree with what you've brought forward. I think it's 
the right way to go," said Chairman Collyer. 

In a final appointment, the Board asked Donald 
Bamberger of the Mattapoisett Lions to return for another 
discussion of the banners that the Lions hope to display 
around town as a fundraiser. 

Since the January 28 meeting when the banners 
were discussed in detail, and when the Board agreed 
to allow the Lions to proceed with 25 banners in town 
(half of the number that the Lions initially requested), 
the Board was flooded with concerns from abutting 
neighbors. Chairman Collyer said that 18 people, mainly 
people on the proposed routes of Water Street, Main Street 
and North Street, said that they wanted to see the banners 
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before going forward with a project. 

The project involved vertical banners in front of 
town landmarks, along the village roads, and along Route 
6, and would have a tag at the bottom of the banner that 
would display the name of the area business sponsoring 
the flag. 

"To be quite frank, the comments and concerns 
expressed came predominantly from the historic district,'' 
Mr. Gagne' agreed. Mr. Gagne' hoped that a subsequent 
discussion would limit a "test run" to Route 6 only. 

Mr. Bamberger said that he came to the town 
thinking that the project would be "a win-win" in that 
it would beautify the town and make money for the 
organization to then use in the community. 
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But Selectman Randall didn't think it was that 
simple. He expressed concern with the visual impact of 
the banners, and the idea of an organization using town 
and municipal resources for private fundraising, even if it 
did ultimately serve the community. 

"Doesn't the Road Race make money on town 
property?'' countered Mr Bamberger. 

"Yes," said Selectman Randall, "but they are gone 
the next day!" 

The proposed banners would be permanent 
additions to town, and according to Mr. Bamberger, 
would change with the seasons. 

"If these go up," said Selectman Randall, "they 
are going to be up 52 weeks a year!" 

"Route 6 is not a very pretty road to begin with," 
said Mr. Bamberger, who said that he recently moved 
to Mattapoisett. "I live in the village myself," he added. 
"I don't want it junked up. I have a lot of respect for the 
town." 

The Board was willing to entertain a very small 
test run of 3-5 banners in certain areas with few abutters - 
Shipyard Park, Ned's Point and Route 6 were among the 
proposed locations. But the problem that the Lions run 
into with this limited run was the fact that they needed to 
assure businesses that the banners would have to stay up 
to sell sponsorship, and the Board couldn't guarantee that 
they would keep the banners up if the town disliked their 
appearance on roadways after the trial period. 

"You would have to take them down in the winter 
because they will get shredded," said Mr Gagne'. 

"No, they won't," replied Mr Bamberger, who 
said that the winter banners would have seasonal themes 
like snowflakes. The Board still thought that even strong 
banners would tear in the winter elements. 

Selectman Silva admitted that he would possibly 
object to the banners if he were an abutter. "I would really 
want you to speak to the abutters." 

Mr. Bamberger assured the Board that the banners 
were decorative and tasteful. Selectman Randall replied, 
"Beauty is in the eye of the beholder. Mattapoisett doesn't 
want that kind of decoration. I don't either." 

After a lengthy discussion on the matter, the 
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Board did not ultimately vote. Instead, the Lions were 
encouraged to purchase 3 banners out of pocket for 
townspeople to see as examples on the utility poles before 
proceeding. Since the banners cost about $125 a piece, the 
Lions board will need to discuss funding the trial run. 

In Notes and Announcements, Ms. Pacheco 
informed the Board that 

• The Town Hall will be closed on February 15 in 
observation of President's Day. 

• Ms. Pacheco also wished Chairman Collyer a 
Happy Birthday. 

• The annual Tri-Town Herring Meeting will 
take place at the next Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
meeting, scheduled for February 23, 2010 at 7:15 pm in the 
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Town Hall. 

In the Town Administrator report, Mr. Gagne' 
presented the Board with an update on the Annual 
Budget for Fiscal Year 2011 (FYll). Department heads 
have all been asked to prioritize line items and are 
working on making recommendations for the Board to 
consider. 

Mr. Gagne' reminded the public that the deadline 
for articles on the Annual Town Meeting is February 17. 

There being no more public items to attend to, the 
Board voted to go into executive session at 8:35 pm for the 
purpose of collective bargaining negotiations. 

Rochester Receives Preliminary FYll Budget 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday February 8, 2010 at 
7:01 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present 
were Selectman Bradford N. Morse, Selectman Naida 
L. Parker, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The first item on the agenda was the proposal 
for the 2010, fifth annual Rochester Road Race. Chuck 
Kantner, Scott Muller and Travis Van Hall appeared 
before the Board as representatives for the Road Race, 
requesting permission to hold the race on Sunday, 
August 14, 2010 at 9:00 am, one week before the Country 
Fair. The Race had 444 participants last year, with 31% 
from Rochester. The Race benefits the local food pantry 
"Damien's Place,'' and has raised $13,506.00 over the past 
four years. Paperwork for the event will be given to the 
Board members once it has been reviewed by the Police 
Department. In response to this request. Selectman Parker 
said, "Sounds good!'' 

Next on the agenda, Mr. LaCamera presented 
the Town Administrator's Report. He handed out large 
binders containing the FY 2011 Budgets for the Selectmen 
to review. Mr. LaCamera explained that the School 
Budgets will be added in upcoming weeks, and that "the 
numbers right now are very preliminary." 

The final draft of the Affordable Housing Plan, 
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which includes the second phase of the plan, is underway. 
Copies will be provided to the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board, and once it has been reviewed, a public 
hearing will be set. Mr. LaCamera seemed optimistic 
about this plan, exclaiming, "I think it's pretty good, 
actually.'' 

This past Friday was apparently a good day for 
the Town of Rochester, with the arrival of both the new 
Council on Aging Van and the new Fire Truck a few hours 
later. Apparently, the Fire Association would like their 
old rescue truck back, and Selectman Morse motioned to 
return the 1984 van back to the Rochester Fire Association. 

Paul Ciaburri was then appointed by the Board 
as Community Emergency Response Coordinator for the 
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Town of Rochester. 

The Board voted to allow Selectman Morse to use 
funds over the budget for the removal of snow and ice for 
the remainder of the winter. 

Next, the 2009 Open Space and Recreation Plan 
asked to establish an Open Space Action Committee with 
a list of people the Rochester Conservation Committee 
and Town Forest Committee recommend be appointed. 
These people include; Ginette Castro, Benjamin A. 
Gilmore, II, Laurene Gerrior, Michael Oleksak, Susan 
Peterson, Rosemary Smith, John Teal, Halima Tiffany 
and Nerissa Tsarides. Selectman Morse motioned to 
allow for the creation of this Committee, which passed 
unanimously. 
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A notice from the new Superintendent of Schools, 
Douglas R. White was received by the Board, which 
outlined the dates set for meetings regarding School 
Budgets. This Thursday, February 11, 2010, at 6:30 pm a 
Tri-Town meeting will be held at the High School Library. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission and 
Town Forest Committee will be holding a public hearing 
on Tuesday, February 16, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall 
Conference Room. The City of New Bedford has proposed 
the installation of solar panels at the Quittacas Water 
Treatment Plant. 

Selectmen's Meetings will be held on February 
22 and March 15 and 29, 2010. The meeting was then 
adjourned at 7:40 pm. 

Board Reviews Condo Development Proposal 

Rochester Planning Board

A meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson on 
February 9, 2010 at 7:10 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. 
Also present was committee members Gary Florindo, 
Robert Cummings, John DeMaggio, Chris Byron, Colin 
Kelly and Stephen Healy. Additional attendees included 
Kenneth Motta, a field engineering consultant, and Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

As the first order of business, Mr. LaCamera 
provided the board with a housing needs assessment 
report for their review during the next two weeks. In 
response to board comments, Mr. LaCamera said he does 
not know of plans to modify or eliminate Chapter 40B 
- a state statute which enables local boards to approve 
affordable housing developments under flexible rules if 
at least 20-25% of the units have long-term affordability 
restrictions. 

The board then approved the minutes of the 
January 26 meeting without changes. Shortly thereafter, 
the board approved Rochester Postmaster vouchers for 
the amount of $200 and a $75.53 invoice for WB Mason. 

At this point, the planning board discussed its 
primary agenda item: a draft of a Special Permit for 
Forest Landing - a development project located off of 
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New Bedford Road. Developers Mario Dibona and John 
Stow are seeking to build Forest Landing, a 33-unit 
condominium project for individuals over 55 years of age. 
The project originally was filed in 2006 and dismissed 
without prejudice in 2007, according to Chairman 
Johnson. 

During the meeting, the planning board 
considered a modified draft of a Special Permit to build 
the development. Chairman Johnson explained that the 
board is marking up the draft with suggested changes 
that then will be considered by Town Counsel Blair S. 
Bailey. Mr. Bailey then will send a revised version to Mr. 
Dibona and Mr. Stow for their use in revising their special 
permit request. 

A decision to approve or reject the proposal is 
required by February 23 to abide by a 90-day review 
timeframe required by law. The developers must receive 
approval from at least five board members to proceed. 
Due to conflict-of-interest and other issues board 
members Mr. Byron and Mr. DeMaggio are not permitted 
to vote on the proposal. 

Throughout the meeting, board members raised 
several issues concerning the draft document and 
reorganized sections for clarity. Mr. Cummings noted that 
references in the draft to the original proposal, which the 
board rejected in 2007, should be removed because "we 
can't rely on something already denied.'' 

In addition, the board noted several issues that 
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need to be resolved prior to construction. For example, 
the developer must take ownership of the homeowner's 
association and provide a thorough declaration of trust. 
"What do you need a homeowner's trust for? If you go 
and knock on somebody's door and say 'I need $300' and 
get the door slammed in your face, they don't want to be 
your neighbor anymore," joked Mr. Kelly regarding the 
need for detailed trust document. 

Board members also said that the developers 
must solve water issues and acquire permits for public 
water sources prior to approval. Much of this work would 
be done in consultation with the Board of Health. Further, 
the sewage disposal system must be in place in addition 
to a truck management plan to account for 48 loads per 
day entering the site during construction. Also, the board 
would need to hammer out with the developers when 
leveraging bonds is appropriate. The board discussed if 
the developers fail to sell condominiums, whether bonds 
should be required to remove the infrastructure. 

Mr. Cummings also noted that an adequate septic 
system should be in place to channel water into the model 
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unit. Overall, he said the developer should not be able 
to sell the units until a septic system is up and running. 
The board revised the document to say that a certificate 
of occupancy only is allowed when infrastructure is 
"completed to satisfaction of the Board of Health." 

On another note, Mr. Cummings requested that 
the board investigate whether the town can impose 
greater penalties for violations of conditions. "We need to 
make it more expensive not to comply than to comply," he 
said. Currently, a fee of $20 per day is fined to violators. 

The board adjourned at 8:15 pm. Following the 
meeting's closure, Mr. Kelly announced that he would be 
stepping down from the board in April and Chairperson 
Johnson thanked him for his service.

says that when she was in high school, her least favorite 
class was math. 

Ms. Connor's teaching career started with a 
part-time job at Hopkinton High School. After her stint 
there, Ms. Connor "applied [to ORR] and was hired by 
Mr. Egan.'' But Ms. Connor never limited her career to 
teaching science. Prior to working at Hopkinton High 
School, she held a variety of jobs in the scientific field. "I 
worked in medical laboratories, a kidney dialysis clinic, 
and briefly in the marine biology field in Dartmouth and 
Woods Hole," Ms. Connor says. 

"I love teaching here at ORR!" Ms. Connor 
happily notes. "The staff is great, administration is finally 
on track again, and we have a great majority of students 
who are responsible and value learning." 

When discussing the change in high school 
over the years, Ms. Connor has an optimistic outlook. 
"High school is better today because there are a lot more 
opportunities for hands on learning and community 
service," she says. Ms. Connor also says that there is a 
negative change in high school, which is a difficulty in 
receiving funding by the school for enriching learning 
tools. "I also think that MCAS has taken the focus off of 
discovery learning and the freedom for a teacher to guide 
students into learning areas outside of the frameworks, 
and placed more focus into teaching to a test," Ms. 
Connor summarizes. 

Besides teaching at ORR, Ms. Connor also 
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runs the Environmental Club (also known as OREO). 
'It's involved in several community service learning 
opportunities/' Ms. Connor says. 

Students might be interested in some trivia 
about Ms. Connor and her high school experience. She 
considered being around her friends every day to be the 
best thing about high school, and "the worst was, and 
still is, getting up so early in the morning." While she 
attended high school, Ms. Connor was also a member 
of the school concert and jazz bands (she played flute, 
saxophone, piccolo, and oboe), and the color guard. In 
terms of athletics, Ms. Connor was on the track and tennis 
teams. 

Ms. Connor has a fond opinion of both her 
coworkers and the students at ORR. One member of 
the science department, Mr. Howie, is often regarded as 
a teacher the students either love or hate. Ms. Connor 
dismisses the traditional view held by students of Mr. 
Howie, saying, "Mr. Howie is a very interesting person to 
have across the hallway. Our conversations before school 
are interesting and intellectually stimulating." 

Ms. Connor also shared a story about one of 
her students and a trick the student played on her. Ms. 
Connor had a favorite white lab coat that was getting 
stained on the sleeves. One day, she noticed that the lab 
coat went missing - little did Ms. Connor know, it had 
been stolen by the art class, who were using tie-dye for 
some projects.

• Suicide Prevention Program for Freshmen - 

Old Colony freshmen took part in a suicide prevention 
program, titled SOS (Signs of Suicide). The SOS 
program is the only school-based suicide prevention 
program selected by the Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration (SAMHSA) of the U. S. 
Department of Health and Human Services to be included 
on its National Registry of Effective Programs. 

The program is designed to reach out to students 
to help them understand that depression is a treatable 
illness and to help them assess whether or not they may 
have symptoms consistent with depression. Depression 
is often misread as normal adolescent turmoil; however, 
depression is one of the most common forms of mental 
illnesses. In the past decade, teenage suicide rates have 
doubled. 

The guidance department, the school nurse, and 
the school's adjustment counselor proactively addressed 
this issue by collaborating in bringing this program to 
the school's youngest population. Old Colony's trained, 
professional staff wanted to impress upon the teens that 
they can help themselves or a friend by taking the simple 
step of talking to a responsible adult about their concerns.

Scarves for Soldiers 

Knitters and crocheters 
are welcome to put their 
needles and hooks to work 
this year with a "Scarves for 
Soldiers" project, which is 
the latest effort from Plumb 
Library in Rochester.

result of Rochester resident Diane Nunes listening 
to the radio - WCTK "Cat Country" - to be specific. 
When Ms. Nunes heard that businesses combined forces 
with Diman Vocational School on a "Great Knit-Off 
program that supplied over 4,000 scarves to soldiers 
stationed in Afghanistan, she realized that Rochester 
could do something very similar for the troops. 

"She thought is was a cool thing to do," said 
Library Director Gail Roberts. 

Ms. Nunes, who learned how to knit in the 
sixth grade and has taught many to knit over the years, 
decided to contact Ms. Roberts because Plumb Library 
is a great central drop-off location for scarves and 
donated materials. 

Temperatures in Afghanistan vary from extreme 
hot to extreme cold, depending on the season. In winter, 
the temperature can range between -11 and 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The scarves keep soldiers warm, keep the 
wind at bay, and remind troops that everyone at home is 
thinking of them. 

Ms. Roberts said that there are several strict 
regulations to the campaign. Scarves must be a tight, 
simple pattern - no open weave patterns are allowed. 
This is because open weave patterns could snag and 
produce a safety hazard to the wearer. Colors must be 
within an earth tone/camouflage palette, which blends 
in with uniforms: tan, black, brown, and most shades of 
green are acceptable. Most importantly, the yarn used 
has to be natural fiber, like cotton or wool. Not only 
is wool warmer, it wicks moisture away from the skin 
and is less of a hazard in a potential fire, since artificial 
acrylic and polyester fibers melt when exposed to flame. 



The target date for completed scarves is 
November 11 , 2010 - Veteran's Day. Not only is 
the date appropriate, but it's easy to remember for 
those participating, and it will give nine months for 
completion of projects. 

The "kick-off date for this project will be 
February 16, at 2:30 pm in the Plumb Library. The 
Friends of the Plumb Library will provide refreshments 
at the kick-off, and Ms. Roberts said that she hopes 
groups like the Lions and individual citizens will help 
provide materials like yarn and needles. If anyone has 
extra sets of size 6 or size 8 knitting needles and extra 
natural-fiber yarn, they are encouraged to drop it off at 
the library. 

Those who attend the kick-off will be supplied 
with the materials necessary to complete their project, 
though participants can also supply their own materials 
as long as they follow the guidelines. If you aren't sure 
if the yam you have is wool or cotton, bring it by the 
library and Ms. Nunes can determine the fiber content 
with a quick test. 

Ms. Nunes is a seasoned pro when it comes to 
knitting, but not everyone participating is experienced, 
and those interested don't need to know a single thing 
about knitting or crocheting to get started. The program 
is open to everyone ages 10 and up, so it is a perfect 
opportunity for children to learn a new activity while 
doing something nice for the men and women who 
protect us everyday. 

The United Service Organization (USO) will 
likely facilitate the postage to soldiers stationed over in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. For details on the process, contact 
the library or attend the kick-off event on February 16.

On the Road Again

Crazy Heart, Starring Jeff Bridges and Maggie 
Gyllenhaal. Directed by Scott Cooper. Running time: 112 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Suddenly, everyone has noticed how great Jeff 
Bridges is, though he's been great for about four decades 
now. It took an Oscar-chasing role tailored for Bridges to 
win him this belated respect; the movie itself. Crazy Heart, 
is hardly worthy of him (and of T-Bone Burnett and Stephen 
Bruton, who wrote some fine songs). Bridges is Bad Blake, 
a broken-down country singer coughing and grumbling his 
way through a tour of rural bars and bowling alleys. We've 
seen the type before, in Payday (Rip Tom) and Tender 
Mercies (Robert Duvall) among others. Bridges could play 
Bad in his sleep, but he doesn't; he brings every ounce of 
his charm, intelligence, and vulnerability to a thinly written 
character. 

Writer-director Scott Cooper has fashioned Crazy 
Heart as a valentine to Bridges and everything he does best, 
but it's not much of a movie; it's practically free of conflict 
or drama. Sometimes Cooper turns cliches on their heads: 
Bad's protege Tommy Sweet (Colin Farrell), who has gone 
on to become a superstar, still loves ol' Bad and wants to 
help him get his career back on track. I guess we've seen 
the reverse — Tommy as an ungrateful jerk who shuns 
his former mentor — too many times (as in Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch, which even had Hedwig touring through 
various Bilge water's restaurants — and it was funnier then). 
Here, though. Tommy comes off as a deus ex machina, a 
moneybags who can do for Bad what Bad can't or won't do 
for himself. 

Bad takes a few uneasy shuffles onto the road to 
redemption when he meets music reporter Jean (Maggie 
Gyllenhaal) and falls for her. As written, there's little reason 
for him to do so; Gyllenhaal 's own intelligence and warmth 
help put it over, but just barely. Bad also hits it off with 
Jean's little boy, and he tastes the domestic comfort he 
missed when he abandoned his own son almost thirty years 




ago. But then something happens that seems swiped from 
Nobody 's Fool, in which Paul Newman got in trouble for 
forgetting his grandson out in the cold for a few minutes. 
Nothing particularly terrible comes of this plot development, 
yet Bad has to suffer and atone for it anyway. 

Correct me if I'm wrong, but the type of blues- 
tinged country music Bad favors is awash in misery, awful 
luck, tragic endings. Crazy Heart might be consciously 
going against that grain. But it lacks the power of something 
like The Wrestler, in which Mickey Rourke's self-destructive 
streak wasn't just a streak — it was his identity. There never 
seems to be much at stake for Bad, and the film's leisurely 
style and pace allow us to fill in what's missing. Everyone 
loves Bad and wants him to do well; Bad hates himself 
because his whole life was about the music until the music 
stopped paying his bills. People keep telling him what a 
legend he is; Tommy is after him to write some new songs. 
From what we can see. Bad is just a garden- variety screw-up 
without the depth to make his struggles iconic or compelling. 
Bridges sure plays the hell out of it, though. The role has 
been handed to him on a plate, a bastard who doesn't 
actually do much to be a bastard. If you're a fan, you've 
seen him this good or better many times before. Increasingly, 
Oscars are doled out not for a particular deserving job of 
work but as a "sorry we didn't recognize you before" clap on 
the back; see Martin Scorsese's undeserved director win for 
The Departed, when he should've won several times before. 
It looks likely that Bridges will be honored for Crazy Heart, 
and I'm fine with this terrific actor finally owning an Oscar. 
But for this?

ARTICLE 1: REPAIR OF PRIVATE WAYS 
Voted for the Town to amend the Town of 
Mattapoisett's General Bylaws to include the 
following: 

REPAIR OF PRIVATE WAYS 
24.1: REPAIR OF PRIVATE WAYS OPEN TO 
THE PUBLIC: For the purpose of allowing safe 
and ready passage of police, fire, ambulance and 
school busses, the Town Highway Surveyor may in 
consultation with the Mattapoisett Selectmen, Fire 
Chief, and Police Chief smooth out irregularities 
on private roads open to the public within the Town 
on the following conditions in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40, Section 
6N. 

24.1 .1 : The road repaired by the Town shall now 
and in the future be open to public access. 
24.1 .2: The smoothing out of irregularities may, at 
the discretion of the Highway Surveyor, include 
repair of drainage facilities. 
24.1 .3: The owners of two thirds of the lots 
abutting the roadway or the authorized trustees 
of a trust or officers of a corporation acting as 
a homeowners' association authorized to act on 
behalf of the lot owners shall sign an Agreement 
with the Town in a form approved by Town 
Counsel, the private-party signers being referred to 
herein as the "Petitioners", which shall include the 
following: 

(1) That the Highway Surveyor and employees 
of the Highway Department may enter upon the 
property to grade the roadway; 

(2) That the road while remaining private in 
ownership shall be open for public access; 

(3) The cost of material to do the work shall be 
paid by the Petitioners prior to the start of any 
work, pursuant to the requirements of this bylaw; 

(4) That the Petitioners shall jointly and severally 
defend and indemnify and release the Town from 
any liability, responsibility for damages to personal 
property, bodily injury or other claims arising out 
of the work, including those which may arise due 
to any defects in such road. 

(5) That grading work on the road shall be limited 
to twice annually under the Agreement. 

24.1 .4: Such Agreement shall be filed with 
the Town Clerk's Office prior to any work 
commencing on the road. 
24.1 .5: The Town Highway Surveyor shall place 
on file with the Town Clerk a notice that said 
road worked on by the Mattapoisett Highway 
Department is open for public passage. 
24.1 .6 The Town Highway Surveyor shall maintain 
a record of the labor hours contributed each year 
to this type of work, and a summary of equipment 
used and operation hours for each piece of 
equipment. Such tabulation to be reviewed with the 
Selectman and the Finance Committee in January 
of each year. 

24.1 .7: Grading of roads shall constitute a 
temporary repair undertaken as required by public 
necessity pursuant to the authority set forth herein 
and shall not constitute "maintenance" of such way, 
so as to give a way the status of a way "maintained 
and used as a public way" under the Massachusetts 
Subdivision Control Law. 

24.1 .8: Cost of Material: Work shall be performed 
by Highway Department personnel using Town of 
Mattapoisett equipment. The Petitioners shall be 
charged only for the cost of any and all material 
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used in the work ("Cost of Material"). 
24.1 .9: Method of Payment: Prior to the start of 
any work, the Highway Surveyor in consultation 
with the Town Administrator and Town Accountant 
shall prepare a written Estimated Cost of Material 
document. This estimate shall be provided to the 
Petitioners and filed with the Town Clerk. 
24.1 .10: Prepayment: Based on the Estimated 
Cost of Material Petitioners must pay to the Town 
of Mattapoisett full payment for the material prior 
to the commencement of work. Upon completion 
and final cost tabulation, any surplus shall be 
returned or if cost is over the estimate then the 
additional sum must be paid to the Town. Any 
cost that exceeds the estimated cost by ten percent 
will be noted in writing by the Highway Surveyor 
immediately upon discovery and filed with 
the Town Clerk, and shall be paid to the Town 
forthwith. 

24.1 .11: The Town shall not be liable on account of 

damages caused by such repair. 

24.1.12: Betterment charges shall not be assessed. 

Full payment for materials is required by the Town 

before work will commence.
